DEFENSE OtSAPPUINbU. 



noranCn Altornfiy All MrukeD Vp Owmt 
Thrlr Own Wltnfmaei. 

Bam FftAMbMOO,' Got. •.—After wan- 
dtring tbrongh a mass of naimportaat 

witnesses, the defense in the Dnrant 

case yesterday afternoon summoned to 
the stand two of tlm most important 
witnesses tliut have been called since 
the pro.secution closed its case. One of 
the witnesses materially aided the de- 
fense, for the fact t hat upon cross-ex im- 
ination he failed to give important tes- 
timony expO(!ted by the iirosecution. 
The examination of the other witness 
had only just bev;un when tlir^ court 
took a recesH tor the tlay, bur in the 
short time the witness was uu the stand 
he testilied to one important fact which 
was due tly opposed to what the de- 
fense had liopcd to estiiblisn. 

The most important witue.ffl of the 
day was Charles T. Leuahau, the young 
man whom the defense contends was 
mistaken for Dnrant by Pawut>roker 
Opi)enheim lieuauan, who doee not 
bear a striking resnmblance to the pris- 
oner, said uu Apiil 3 he attempted to 
pawn a small diamond ring, similar to 
the one worn by Blanche Laiuont, at 
Oppeuheim's shop. The witness sold 
that hfl asked Oppeuiieim the s.uue 
questions and MuiuYed the same an- 
swers that Opponhoim qaoted iu relat- 
ting the oonvarsation lie hud with the 
yonng man whom Oppenheim testified 
was Dnraal. Tnau oame the sarprises 
to the dafansa which oomcelrdotod 
nearly all of the strength gained from 
the witnesses' testlmour. Lenah.iu 
said he tried to pawn the rusg in the 
afternoon, wiiUe Oppeubeim testifie I 
that Durunt aiilarM ahis shop in the 
muruiug. 

Attorney Dnprey was considerably 
disconcerted by the statement of the 
witness and endeavored to iinpciiuh 
Lenuhaii's testimony by reading u let- 
ter writter by Lenahan to the attorney 
for the defense in which he divulged 
the fact that he had tried to pawn a 
small diamond ring at OpiH>nliBiin'8 on 
the same day Durant was suid to have 
entered the place. Th.- coun iiiteri<r;t- 
ed Duprey, uo.vover, and fei,.sv i t > utt 
him read ouiy such pai ts ot tno ietier 
OS referri'd ;o the (juosiioa in is>iio. 
Duprey men asked tiiai mo letrer bead- 
mitred in HVidoace, aiii altiiuclos* oi' 
the stru^4io over tins move, court ,'.<i- 
jouiued lur the ilay. 

Tlie court le/nsed to adtnit tli'.< wluile 
letter m evidence as some pa'saiie^. were 
devoiud to the express. on ot liie writer's 
uinuioiis as lo the correctness of 0,)pen- 
heim s tesriiiiony.

iUe explosion which ooouTSd iu en- 
gine nuuse No. tt shook the little min- 
ing village, iu addition to tearing the 
house tu pifues it did a great deal of 
damage to utlior buildings in the vicin- 
ity, liingineer t?nmh was hurled ;:0 
feet in the air and was badly hurt . y 
the f.di. Fesonrg was alsi^ kiiocKed 
soiiu) leci away from the wreck. 

Two Hundred feet from tlie engine 
tiou.se was a building under coiirM' of 
construction. Maloue and Hyun were 
on walch tiiere. A liu>,'e piece of iron 
was hurled tnrough the wail of No. H 
against tiie siue of this buildin;^ with 
SUCH io>ce as to dtmoiisii it. Tlie I wo 
men ueie carried down in the wreiin. 
The damage to the mine's properly 
amounts to about iflO.OOO. Tno cuu.se 
of the explosion is uuknuwu, as tiie 
boiler is suul to have been a new one, 
and to have contained plenty of wator.

Paius, Oct. 9 —A disp.itch rcceiveil 
hero from I'ort Louis, island of M.uiri- 
tius, announces t)ie capture of Antan- 
anarivo, capital of the uland of Mada- 
gascar, Iqr the French troops, aud 
caused grmt relief to tba government, 
as it has been reooguiied for some time 
past that the defeat of tlie French 
troops meant a change of ministry. 
The news quickly spread throughout 
the city, causing great ezcitemeut aud 
much rejoicing. 

France aud Jkladagascar have been nt 
loggerheads for more than 10 years, 
chiedy over the right uf the govern- 
ment of Madagascar to act independ- 
ently of the jrenoh resident iu giraut- 
iug exequatnrs to foreign ootiialar 
agents aud oonsols. Aouoi-ding to tne 
Fi-euch, by the treo^ of December, 
1885, the French resident and a mili- 
tary guard of French troops was to re- 
side at tba capital aud conuul the for- 
eign rtdations of Madagascar, making 
the island to uU intents aud purposes a 
t rench protectorate, 

The govcrniueiu of Miidag.iscar has 
all along denied that tJio treaty gave 
France tlie rights she claiuicd, holduii; 
that Al. i.e Myre de Vilers. me Kreiicii 
diplumufu- . !;,!■. If 111 l^.s'i, entered into 
an agreement with Alad.iKusc.ir, on De- 
half oi l"'rance, to the euect tlu'.t tbc 
exeiii.ainis of consuls a'ul ciin.-..ilar 
agents should be i^'iveii in the future, as 
ill tlie past, by tiie C^ueeu of ,M i i.igas- 
car, and tliai tii" lutir trea y dul not 
cli.ni;;s the .s;tii.ition. On tln> -.'.'.on 
is based tiie dl.>piitH wliu li K d to uis- 
turuaiu< ;. during which tl.o reincM'Ufa- 
tives ol i-'ranuc were in~elt '(i by il'" 
popul.ice and sli^'hteil by the j^'oii iii- 
ment of 'tlnd.i.'ascar, and, in .idditloii, 
a number of i''rouchuicu were a^^^a>.^lll- 
ul ed. 

In September, IW4, m.tttiTS finally 
re.iched sui-h a state that .M. L^j .Nlyre 
•le Vilers w.is sent to Madagascar with 
an uliimauim from the French govern- 
ment ]i:s;srii;g in substance teat Fr.i.ice 
snould control the foreign relations ol 
Madugueciur. The ultimatum was ile- 
liveradtotha prime minister, Painila- 
iariveiiy, who is also the husband of 
Cjaeeu Kuuavadona 11. After sever.u 
days of deliberation the prime minister 
rujeoted the nltimatum saying that Mad- 
agascar would only submit tu superior 
force. M. De Vilers and all the i' leuch 
agents thereupon returned to Tumaiave, 
and France .Mgan mukiug preparutiuiM 
to miug the Bovas, the predomiaaut 
thbe ol the island to terms. 

In Kovemuer lust the French minis- 
ter fur foi-eigtt atfuirs, xVi. Hanotaux, 
asked for a credit of Uu,000,<)UO trunt s 
uiui 15,000 men for an expedition to 
Mudaguscur, an his request wuspronipi- 
ly granted. The expedition, which w.ui 
planned by General Burguis-Desbuntos, 
left J^Yauce in Jannaiy, under uommund 
of lieuei-ul Duchesne. The insaiubriety 
of the climate bus proved a moie dan- 
gerous foe to the invaders thou the na- 
tives, uud the capture of the Malua-assy 
capital hna been uccumplished ut great 
cost uf life uud health.

WASHUlOTOif, Oct. 9.— Oeneral Ma- 
hone died at 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The end came peacefnily and al- 
most imperceptibly. The ilyiiig man 
had lain unconscious ever since last 
iSunday morning. All the members of 
the family were about the bedsit^ when 
the end came, including Mrs. >iaiioiie, 
the two sons, Butler and William Ma- 
hone, Jr., Mrs. McGill, a daughter; Mr. 
L. L. Maury of Virginia, a nephew, 
and Captain Rogers, an old friend of 
the geuerol and present chairman cf 
the Virginia Republican committee. 

There vrill be no public funeral at 
Washington, as, in accordance with the 
wishes of the widow, the remains will 
be boma ottietly to tha general's old 
home at Petersburg, Va., whata tha 
service and interment wlU ooour. 

The services will be held at St. Pnnl'a 
Ei^soopal ehivoh. Tha aotiva pallbear- 
ers will be members of Oanaral Ma- 
hone's old command, famous as "Ma- 
hone's Brigade," tha one which hdd 
the "Crater." Tha honorary pallbaar- 
ers will be selected from offloers of tha 
same brigade. The Confedarata Vatar- 
aus' Union tendered their servlres as a 
military escort to the body, but it was 
the family's wish to avoid any display. 

General Mahone was born in Southamp- 
ton county, Va., Deo. 1, 1810. He gradu- 
ated at the Virginia Military Institute in 
1847, and until the beginning of the civil 
war was engaged in engineering and waa 
the constructor of the Norfolk and Fetets- 
burg railroad. He joined the Confederate 
army in 1861, took part in the capture of 
the Norfolk navyyard In April of that 
year, raised and commanded the Sixth 
Virginia regiment, and won the "Sobri- 
quet of the ' 'B ei-o of the Crater." He was 
coinmisstoneil brigadier general In March, 
and major general in August of the 
same year. Jle siit)se<|Uent!y led a division 
in Ambro-c 1' liiU's i orps, aud at Lies'S 
surrender w.is at Herimiila lliiiidrisd. 

.\t the close of the war he became presi- 
dent of tlH> Norfolk and Teuiiessee rail- 
load. Ill' al-.o eiigiigeil in politics, and 
was the leader of the liioveliieut that 
elccti'd (iUbert C. Walker governor of 
Viririiiia. After failing to secure the 
ninninalioii for that otlict.' in 1S7» he or- 
ganized ami bcraiiic t hi^ leader of the Ke- 
udjiister par y. He was elected to the 
Uuitod States senate in l^sl and fcrvi d 
until 1887. Though elei ted as a Kead- 
justor, ho voted with the Kopublicans, 
aud by so doing gave them tha eimtrol of 
the senate. 

Since Gi'iieral Mohone left oongress he ^ 
has been a familiar llguro about the Cap- 
itol. During the lost session of congress 
he spent considerable time between the 
stmute and house looking after a bill un- 
der uonsideratlon for the purchase of oer- 
tidn property from blm for a site for a • 
new go\ernmeut printing <jU1uo.

•^he Sonthern Preibyterian Synod of 
Kentucky coiivoncil lust evening at 7:;!0 
o'clock at the Central Presbyterian 
Charch. Ai heretofore stated, this is the 

first time tliis Imdy lias iiiot in Maysvilie 
in about twenty-three years. The church 
has been tastefully decorated with potted 
plants and cut flowers for the occasion. 

The opening song and prayer uervice 
was conducted by Rev. W. E, Cave, of 
Paducah, w ho read a portion of the tenth 
chapter of Luke as the lesson of the 
evening;. A duet by Mrs. Robert Cum 
roings and Dr. Smoot was a very enjoy 
able feature of the song service. 

The opening aerroon was delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Glass, of Somerset, the retiring 
Model ator. His text was Luke X. 20,— 
"Notwitlistaniliiijr, in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you ; but 
rather rejoice, because your namea are 
written in heaven." His fcrinon was a 
scholarly one, full of goodly counsel 
against striving too much for worldly 
succpfs and honor. The speaker had the 
c'osest attention throughout. 

The sermon was followed by song and 
prayer, after which Dr. Glass called the 
Synod to order. Rev. R. A. Walton, of
